REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Chief Space gave a report of the activi- 
ties of the fire department for the past 
year, stating that although the department 
answered more alarms and ambulance calls, 
the fire loss dropped over $2.00 per capita 
from last year. However, nine deaths from 
fires were recorded during the year, and 
the Chief asked the assistance of the new 
media in publicizing fire safety to reduce 
deaths from fire. 


Chief Space reported that the bids for 
the new training vehicle will be opened 
January 9, 1968 and that a radio console 
had been ordered to complete the radio in- 
stallation in the fire department that con- 
forms with the similar installation in the 
police department. 


Chief Space reported that calls have 
been received from the Michigan State 
Police for the fire department ambulance 
on accidents outside of the City. The am- 
bulanece has responded because no other 
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ambulance has been available at the time of 
the emergency. The Chief requested the 
Board to issue a ruling to cover these cases. 
The members of the Board requested the 
Chief to follow the same policy in the 
future until a change should be officially 
made. 


Assistant Chief Burnett reported on mem- 
bers of the department on sick leave, and 
that only twenty members of the depart- 
ment received flu shots in the recent pro- 
gram. 


RESOLUTIONS 


A discussion was held regarding the 
communications that were submitted deal- 
ing with the ambulance service of the 
fire department. As a result of the dis- 
cussions, the following resolution was form- 
ulated and read to the members of the 
Board: 


Be it hereby resolved that the official 
policy of the Lansing Fire Board shall be 
to maintain and operate such ambulance, 
inhalator and other life saving and emer- 
gency service as the welfare of the in- 
habitants of the City may require.

Chairman Buhl directed the Secretary to 
furnish copies of the resolution to the 
Chief of Police, the Mayor, the Lansing

Councilman Louis Adado spoke briefly to 
the Board, and stated he was pleased with 
the manner the Board handled the ambul- 
ance service situation.

Chief Space presented a letter from Mr. 
Russell Brown, Airport Manager for the 
Michigan Aeronautics Commission, thank- 
ing the department for the assistance given 
the airport in preparing the new fire 
truck for service. He requested arrange- 
ments for “on the scene stand-by” service 
by the department when their fire truck is 
out of service due to repairs or when the 
truck is on an emergency call. 


Chief Space explained the situation to 
the Board members, stating he had re- 
quested a ruling from the City Attorney on 
ealls outside the city limits. In the absence 
of such a ruling, the department answers 


only emergency calls from the airport and 
did not furnish stand-by service. 


Mr. Brown addressed the Board, thank- 
ing them for the cooperation the airport 
has received. He explained the necessity 
for stand-by and emergency service, due 
to the increase in air traffic; and informed 
the members that an emergency procedure 
has been formulated in case of a disaster 
or threat to airport property.

I move we request an opinion from the 
City Attorney, at his earliest convenience 
due to the urgency of this situation, on 
the legal aspects of fire companies respond- 
ing to calls outside the city limits in this 
and related cases; and that Chief Space 
handle this situation on an emergency basis 
until we receive the City Attorney’s opin- 
ion.

Subject: Lansing Fire Department — 
Stand-by services for the Airport 


Michigan’s Constitution encourages 
agreements between governments to fur- 
nish services, et al, at Article VII, Sec. 
28. Then, the state gives any municipal 
corporation the right to contract with any 
to furnish property to outside 
the corporate limits, for an adequate con- 
sideration, any lawful municipal service 
which it is furnishing to property within 
its corporate limits, M.S.A. *5.4083. ‘‘Per- 
son” in this section is defined to include 
the State or any of its subdivisions. 


I would consider the “Airport”? a sub- 
division of the State, referring to M.S.A. 
*10.201, wherein the Lansing Airport is 
brought into being, 


As far as liability is considered, a joint 
and several exposure would exist, including 
the City of Lansing and the Airport. Ques- 
tions can arise under Workmen’s Compen- 
sation, but, basically, our firemen would 
be entitled to look to Lansing as the em- 
ployer. 


Our insurance coverage with Auto- 
Owners provides “Contractual Liability’ 
coverage, which would have application to 
this matter, but it would not extend their 
exposure to the Airport facility. Any con- 
tract with the “Airport” should include an 
agreement with the ‘Airport’? to hold the 
city harmless from the Airport’s liability. 
Also, the policy excludes liability caused by, 
or to, aircraft or to airport property. 


Relative to physical damage to fire equip- 
ment, the insurance coverage is applicable 
without limitations as to distance beyond 
the city limits. 


This appears to answer the questions 
asked in your letter of February 2, 1968. 
Please feel free to call on us for any 
further assistance you may require.

Chief Space reported that no complaints 
were registered regarding ambulance ser- 
vice, and that four members had started 
training prior to being assigned to duty. 


He reported the new training vehicle 
had been placed in service, and two extra 
seats had been installed. 


The new radio console has been received, 
and the cable for installation has been in- 
stalled by our Alarm Division. 


Chief Space gave a detailed report of the 
two day Fire Chief’s Training Conference 
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he attended at the University of Michigan. 
During this conference, the State Police 
and National Guard officials explained their 
duties during civil disturbances and in- 
formed the fire chiefs of the assistance 
they could expect from them. The Chief 
attended a panel discussion conducted by 
the Michigan Muncipal League, and he 
requested the permission of the Board to 
submit the training manual to their Train- 
ing Committee so competitive examina- 
tions for promotions can be formulated and 
used for future promotions.

Assistant Chief Burnett reported that 
six members were on sick leave. The 35,000 
watt generator has been installed on Truck 
30, and will be suitable for use to replace 
the normal electric supply at No. 1 Station, 
portions of the City Hall or for other em- 
ergency situations.

The Personnel Committee, in response 
to direction from the Board, has studied 
the matter of Public Act 78 and the overall 
desirability and existing provisions and re- 
quirements of the City Charter which would 
be involved should action be taken to per- 
mit application of the provisions of Act 
78 to the Lansing Fire Department. In 
addition to a careful review of the Act, a 
meeting has been held with representatives 
of Fire Fighters Local 421 and discussions 
have been held with personnel of repre- 
sentative departments in outstate Michigan 
presently operating under Act 78. 


It appears the provisions of Act 78 would 
be in conflict with the City Charter requir- 
ing revision of Section 7.13 (recruiting 
activities, maintenance of personnel records, 
authority to transfer, suspend, reinstate and 
terminate), and of Section 7.16 (appoint- 
ment of the Chief and promotions within 
the department). The provisions of Act 
78 would be in conflict with the Fire De- 
partment Rules and Regulations requiring 
revision of Section 5 (probationary period), 
Section 6 (authority of the Chief to extend 
the probationary period), Section 10 (quali- 
fications for appointment) and Sections 174 
and 175 (major disciplinary actions). 


The principle argument for Act 78 ad- 
vanced by representatives of Fire Fighters 
Local 421 centered about the lack of a 
clear-cut promotion system within the De- 
partment. The Personnel Committee had 
already directed the Chief’s attention to 
this area and the Chief has submitted pro- 
posed changes in the promotion system 
which are presently under study by the 
Board. 
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Fire fighters of two departments pre- 
sently operating under Act 78 told a com- 
mittee member that better promotion policy 
and, in one case improved job security, 
have resulted from employment of the Act, 
which would seem to confirm one of the 
Committee findings noted in the preceding 
paragraph. A top officer of one department 
said definite dilution of command had oc- 
cured since his department had been placed 
under the Act. The same officer also com- 
plained of “rigging” of examinations. 


The Committee feels establishment of a 
firm promotion policy and publication of 
that policy will satisfy the principle short- 
coming in Department policy which makes 
Act 78 attractive to Fire Fighters Local 
421. In other areas the Committee feels 
the present organization of the Fire De- 
partment under terms of the City Charter, 
administered by the Fire Board, is able 
to more adequately and fairly meet the 
operating problems of the Department than 
would a reorganized Department providing 
aa a 8-man commission under Public Act 


Accordingly, the Committee recommends 
the Board advise the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil that action which could result in plac- 
ing the Fire Department under Public Act 
78 would not, in the opinion of the Board, 
be in the best interest of the City or the 
Department.

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REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Chief Space reported there were 267 am- 
bulance calls and 183 fire calls during 
October, and that the fire loss was less than 
for a comparable period last year. He also 
gave a comparison for the same _ period 
during the last three years of fire calls, fire 
losses and ambulance calls. 


Chief Space reported that he had not 
yet received the final drawings of the archi- 
tect’s plans of the Training Site for sub- 
mitting to the Board for their approval, 
but that he expected to receive them very 
soon. Two firemen candidates are complet- 
ing their third week of training with the 
Training Division. 


Vice Chairman Rathbun asked the Chief 
if anything had been done regarding the 
roof at No. 3 Fire Station. Chief Space 
stated that a representative of a roofing 
company had inspected the roof with him, 
and the trouble was in the flashing that 
had not been installed correctly to last as 
long as the rest of the roof. The Chief has 
requested estimates from the roofing com- 
pany and a plasterer to repair the damage. 
He stated that No. 2 Engine had received 
repairs from the body shop, and was in 
the garage prior to being placed back in 
service. 


Chief Space reported that seven members 
of the department were on sick leave. 


Chairman Buhl asked the Chief if he had 
any information on the new apparatus that 
was on order. Chief Space informed the 
members of the Board that Assistant Chief 
Burnett and Chief of Apparatus Gurecki 
were leaving next week to inspect the 
Squad before it goes to the paint shop, and 
to inspect the progress of the two pump- 
ing engines at the factory. 


RESOLUTIONS 
FIRE BOARD POLICY 


In response to direction from the Chair- 
man, the Personnel Committee has reviewed 
the Fire Science Course offered by Lan- 
sing Community College, to consider its 
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application to the department’s promotion 
system. 


The Committee believes completion of the 
course by Lansing Fire Department per- 
sonnel should be given weight in considera- 
tion for promotion, but that AT THIS 
TIME the completion of the course should 
not be a requisite for promotion. 


The Committee feels the Board should 
continue to encourage participation by 
Lansing Fire Department personnel in this 
course and possibly in other areas of out- 
side schooling. Development of the: new 
department promotion policy, currently un- 
der study by the Board, will recognize the 
value of such academic training. 


By Commissioner Hill—

Your Committee of the Whole approves 
the request for the purchase of a four 
wheel drive Bronco type roadster with open 
cab, 4,700 lb. GVW chassis and 302 cubic 
inch V8 engine, fully equipped with an 
estimated price of $5,000.00 submitted by 
the Fire Department. This specialized piece 
of equipment would be used for parking 
ramp fires, brush or tree fires, freeway or 
depressed highway fires, State complex fires 
or any place unaccessible for our present 
apparatus. The Bronco is requested due to 
its short turning radius. This apparatus 
would be an alternate apparatus for a 
company in service, would not require ad- 
ditional manpower and would be purchased 
from the savings of this year’s equipment 
purchases. 


It will be equipped as follows: 100 gallon 
water tank with valves and fittings, John 
Bean pump, nozzle and manual hose reel, 
100 feet of % inch high pressure hose, 
front mount electric winch, two Beacon-ray 
lights, a Federal siren with speaker, two 
Scott air paks, a 15 lb. CO2 extinguisher 
and a water type hand pump. 


We recommend that this request be sub- 
mitted to the City Council for their action.
